Many were bleeding at th e 
mouth and nose, th eir faces were 
awollea and th eir eye« bloodsh ot, 
but th ey still h ad plenty of sp ir­

is four dollars and twenty cents 
per day and skilled company m n- 
ers approxim ately fife dollars and 
fifty cents, and th e anth racite con­ 
tract m iners did receive approxi­ 
mately 13 per cent less th an th e 
b itum inous miner« received from 
th e b itum inous coa! commission, 
th ere fore th e differentials being
